Nicaragua and Costa Rica Have

Action of Colombia, Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica Has Strengthened

Washington, March 7.—(Special.)—The 
action of the governments of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica in pee Eon their ap- 
proval of the Nicaragua’ canal protocols 
is not clearly understood here in Wash- 
ington, but those especially interested in 
canal legislation consider it simply an e¢f- 
fort on the part of those governments to 
force the United States to better terms 
in view of the complications about. the 
Panama project. 

This change in the situation is regarded 
as emphasizing the necessity for leaving 
the final determination of .the route in 
the hands of the president. It is evident 
that there must be a good deal of jug- 
gling with the Central American govern- 
ments before final terms. are reached and 
the position of those who believe that 
congress should pass a bill without un- 
dertaking to determine the route question 
has undoubtedly been strengthened by 
these last developments. 


Colom):ian Minister on Canal. 
New “York, Marcr 7.—Don Jose Vicente 
Concha, minister plenipotentiary to the 
United States from Colcmbia, who ar- 
rived in this city a few days ago from 
Bogota, has addressed an official comnm- 
nication to Willlam Nelson Cromwell, the 
gener il counsel of the new Panama Canal 
Company, on the attitude of Colombia 
with regard to the construction of the 
Panama canal. The communication fol- 
lows: 

“Confirming the conference which we 
have held upon the subiect of the rela- 
tions between the republic of Colombia, 
the United States of America and the new 
Panama Canal Ccmpan® I beg leave to 
state in answer to your specific inquiries 
that the cable communication made to 
the Panama Cana! Company by the gov- 
ernment on the 2th ultimo. was purely 
formal and as a reminder of well-known 
conditions and is not declaratory of op- 
pcsiticn to the proposed transaction be- 
tween the canal company and the United 
States, if made under the reserve of an 
agreement between Cok mbia and the 
United States. That incident has been xo 
distorted by the enemies of the Panama 
canal route that I take pleasure in con- 
veying my assurances to you that the 
government of Colombla does not at all 
object to the sale and transfer as pro- 
posed by the canal company to the United 
States, but on the contrary my govern- 
ment approves of the steps taken by the 
canal company and will give all requisite 
cons*nts and do all in its power to facilf- 
tate the matter under the reserve }e- 
ferred to. Colombia welcomes the con- 
struction of the Panama ¢anal! within its 
domain by the United States. 

Colombia Willing To Sell. 

“This concurrence of Colombia in any 
sale by the new Panama Canal Company 
to the government of the United States 
is with the reservation, of course, that a 
mutually satisfactory convention shall be 
agreed upon. between. Colombia and the 
U nited States. 

“Animated by this spirit and governed 
by these views, I have heen empowered 
by my governmeni to proceed with the 
pending negotiaticns with thie govern- 
ment; and as I tring the most recent 
ir structions and view of my government, 
lam happy to give assurance of our sin- 
cere desire to corclude such negotiations 
promptly and upon a reasonable basis. 

“I am now developing and very soon 
shall definitely submit to this government 
the views and proposals of Colombia upon 
the subject, with the design of encourage- 
ing a speedy and full consummation of 
the purchase by the government of the 
United Scctes of all rights, concessioas 
end pevperties of the new Panama Canal 
Company and zs far as permitted to 
transfer to a foreign government by the 
laws of Colombia and the establishment 
between Cclombia and the United States 
of a definite and satisfactory convention 
upon an equitable and satisfactory 
basis.’’

Edvard VII Roundly Denounced 
from Pulpit by Dr, Parker 


e Minister Scores the King for 
Brewing Beer When He Visited

London, March 7.—There was a strik- 
ing scene in the City Temple yesterday 
when, during the course of his sermon, 
the Rev. Joseph Parker administered 
a pointed rebuke to King Edward, which 
was loudly applauded by the congrega- 
tion. Having alluded to public-houses 
as “trap doors of hell,” Dr. Parker 
referred to the king’s recent brewing 
of beer while visiting Lord Burton. 

“Pray for me,” said the divine, “that 
I may speak delicately, loyally. If the 
king brews beer what can be wrong in 
the subject drinking, it? The king is 
likely to be imitated by others. 

“If the king goes to a Sunday concert, 
as he did recently, he deals a deadly 
‘blow to the Englishman’s Sunday. The 
king cannot attend a non-conformist 
place of worship but he can go to a 
Sunday concert.’’ 

This remark called forth cries 
“Shame!” and Dr. Parker continued: 

“If the king, who is the head of the 
church and defender of the faith, can 
violate the English Sunday, what can the 
people do but follow in his steps? I 
would rather give a great sum in gold 
than appear to be disloyal; but I cannot 
be disloyal to Christ, and it is better 
that these things shall be said.”’

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CRIPPLED ETRURIA MISSING 


No Further News Received in Regard 
~to Cunard Liner. 


OFFICIALS ARE NOT SCARED 


Dispatch Received in London Says 
the Ship Is Hourly Expected 
at Azores. 


London, March 7.—No further news has 
been received here regarding the Cunard 
line steamer Etruria. The officials of 
the Cunard line declare there is no cause 
for alarm. o 

A Aispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Horta, Azore islands, dated March 7, says 
the Cunard line steamer Etruria is hour- 
ly expected at that port. 

About 7 o’clock of the evening of Feb- 
ruray 26, continues the correspondent cf 
The Daily Mail, a rumbling in the engine 
room of the Etruria, followed by a crash 
announced that the propeller had gone, 
end it was soon d'scovered it had carried 
the rudder away with it. 

She was experiencing fine weather, al- 
though not leng before the weather had 
been boisterous. There was no excite- 
ment among the passengers when they 
learned of the accident. They dined and 
spent the evening in their usual manner. 

An hour previous to losing her propeller 
the Etruria had exchanged good night 
signals with the Cunard line steamer Um- 
bria at a distance of about 40 miles and 
had dispatched various wireless. telc- 
graph messages fromm her passengers for 
delivery in New York. Imediately after 
the accident the Etruria tried, but un- 
successfully, again to call up the Umbria. 

New York, March 7.—The New York 
agen‘s of the Cunard line were. besieged 
by inquiries for information from the dis- 
abled steamer Etruria and her passen- 
gers. The agents said they had received 
no further information of the Etruria 
and all they were able to say was that 
the steamer Elbe will take off the Etru- 
ria’s .passengers and transfer them to 
Liverpool.

Senator Wants To Prevent Officials 
from Benefiting—by- Bill. 


Washington, March 7.—Senator McLau- 
rin, of Mississippi, today gave notice 
of an amendment he will offer to the 
ship subsidy biM intended to prevent the 
high Officials of the United States gov- 
ernment from receiving any benefit from 
the enactment of the proposed law. The 
amendment requires that the names of 
all mmbers of firms or of incorporators 
and stockholders of all corporations, 
whether owners of subsidized ships or 
contractors to build the same, shall be 
made public. It then proceeds as fol- 
lows: 

“No senator or representative or presi- 
dent of the United States or jugde of any 
court of the United States shall be direct- 
ly or indirectly interested in any con- 
tratt under this act or in any corpora- 
tion having a contract under*‘this act, 
or directly or indirectly receive any 
money or thing of value or worth under 
the provisions of this act, or be directly, 
or indirectly interested in any corpora- 
tion or ship which is a beneficiary under 
this act.’’

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TWICE STRUCK 
DOOMED SHIP 


After the First Collision the 
Harmonides-Again Rammed 
the Waesland. 


WC A MIGHTY LURCH~ 
SHATTERED VESSEL SUNK 


Denseness of the Fog Added to the 
Terrors of the Passengers—Only 
Two Lives Were ‘Lost. 
Graphic Story of the 
Collision. — 


Liverpool, March 7.—Further details re- 
garding the collision of the steamer 
Harmonides with the Waesland, in which 
the latter was sunk, have been learned. 

When the disaster occurred Wednes- 
day night, the two vessels were steaming 
slowly off the coast of the island of 
Anglesey. The Harmonides crashed head 
on into the Waesland, and backed away, 
but once again struck the then sinking 
ship, making a great gap in her side. 
Though the sea was perfectly smooth, 
the denseness of the fog added to the 
terrors of the passengers of the Waes- 
land. The women rushed on deck 
screaming, but were soon reassured by 
the officers. The boats were quickly 
lowered, but the operation resulted in 
two fatalities. The end of one of the 
life boats slipped from its davit and 
precipitated the occupants of the boat 
into the sea.- A steerage passenger, Ed- 
ward Dangerfield, of Kansas, struck his 
head against the boat’s fittings and was 
instantly killed, and Elsie Emmett, 12 
years old, the daughter of Rev. A. E. 
Emmett was drowned. The other per- 
sons who were in the boat were picked 
up. 

Gave a Lurch and Sunk. 

As the last boats were leaving the fast 
sinking ship, whose decks were already 
awash, an explosion announced that her 
boilers had burst, and forty minutes 
after the first impact the Waesland gave 
a mighty lurch and disappeared beneath 
the waves, sinking about midway be- 
tween Holyhead and TuskKar light. 
Nothing was saved except what the pas- 
sengers and crew wore. The boats con- 
taining the passengers were for a time 
separated, owing to the fog, but, eventu- 
allv, thev all reached the sides of the 
Harmonides. and the survivors were taken 
on hoard that vessel. where evervthing 
nossible was done for thetr comfort. 
Thev will .nroceed to Philadelphia Wed- 
nesdav on hoard the Red Star line 
steamer Noordland. 

An officer of the Waesland gave a 
graphic description of the loss of the 
steamer. He said: 

“T was takine a last lonk at the weather 
and in so doing neered over the ship's 
side, when, without the slightest warn- 
ing there came a fearful crash. which 
made the Waesland stagger from stem 
to sterm 

“My Cod! we are etruck.’ T shouted. 

Tremendous Hole Made. 

“Then there loomed right over our 
ship’s bow the steamer which had run 
into us. Tt was terrifving, of course. 
‘We instantly recognized the peril. The 
darkness at that time was impenetrable. 
The nose of the Harmonides anpeared 
to have eaten right into our side. We 
were going very slowly. with no more 
speed than was necessary to keep head- 
way. We were struck at right ang) ®. 
a tremendous hole was made and, for 
a moment the stem of the Harmonides 
was literally inside our ship. 

“A rush of excited people from all parts 
of the ship immediately ensued. The 
passengers tumbled up just as they had 
retired for the night. The men, women 
and children were in their night dresses. 
In a few instances the passengers had 
thrown a shawl or a blankef over their 
shoulders. Terror and bewilderment 
reigned for a few moments, but the 
passengers gradually ranged themselves 
in groups about the decks, where they 
were best sheltered, and the crew worked 
like clock work. in getting out the boats. 

As the last boat was leaving the ship’s 
side cries for help were heard on board 
of her and the boat returned and found 
that two of the Waesland’s crew had 
been left behind. One of these men had 
slept throughout the time from the wg 
impact to the last poat leaving st aoe 
ing steamer and only discov ered his p - ‘s 
ous position when the sta water floode 
his bunk, through the port holes. 

Lost the Savings of Years. 

Dr. E. H. Shelmerdine, of Philadelphia, 
who, with his wife, was a passenger on 
board the Waesland, attributes the accl- 
dent to the life boat to Dangerfield at- 
tempting to spring on board, thereby 
breaking his own neck and causing the 
death of Elsie Emmett. Dr. Shelmerdine 
lest his valuable instruments and jew- 
elry. He says Captain Apfeld, of the 
Waesland, had on board his thirty-five 
years’ savings in specie, but he would not 
attempt to leave the bridge to fetch the 
money until all the passengers were safe- 
ly in the boats. Then it was too late to: 
go below and the money was lost. 

Mrs. Hanson, of Chicago, a widow, 
was a considerable loser by the sinking 
of the Waesiand. , 

Two sons of Dangerfield, who was kill- 
ed in one of the life boats, returned to 
E.ansas three weeks ago. 

Scranten, Kans., “March 7.—Edward 
Dangerfield, who was drowned at the 
sinking of the steamer Waesland, was a 
resident of this place for more than twen- 
ty years and was a prominent business 
man and politician.

SENT HIS WIFE | 


‘DEADLY POISON 


Klump Wanted Yo Be Free to 
Mary Another Woman 


Alleged He Agreed To Marry This 
~ Woman Before He Wedded Wife 
To Whum Strychnine Was 
Sent as Headache 
Powder. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 7.—Latest | 
developments in the investigation into 
the death of Mrs. Ada Klump, the young 
wife of William Klump, of Lowell, point 
to one of. the most cold-blooded murders 
Michigan has ever known. 

After a diligent inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances of the case Sheriff Chapman 
this afternoon took William Klump into 
custody and this evening lodged him in 
jail here. The officers express the belief 
that Klump either sent the deadly pow- 
ders through the mail himself or knew 
who did send them, and“that the main 
object was the removal of Mrs. Klump. 
The theory is that the doctored powders 
were substituted for the real headache 
and harmless powders and they were sent 
to several persons in the village for the 
purpose of throwing the blame upon the 
manufacturers of the headache remedy 
and thus divert suspicion from the send- 
er of the poison. 

He Loved Another Woman. 

A motive is found for the alleged crime 
in the story that Klump was infatuat- 
ed with another woman, a widow, whom, 
it is alleged, he had agreed to marry 
before he met and won the love of the 
pretty 15-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. * Watson, of Lowell. Klump has 
been married twice and his first wife 
also lives in Lowell. It iw*claimed that 
the old woman in the case was the cause 
of his separation from his first wife. 
The sheriff.and his deputies are trying 
to locate Hattie Whitfield. She at one 
time lived in this city and it is said that 
Klump visited her here. Officers,went to 
the home of her parents in ergenes 
township today, but did not find r 
there nor could they learn where she ha 
gone, : 

Vows He Is Innocent. 

Klump was interviewed at the jail to- 
night. He is about 35 years of age. He 
declared he was entirely innocent of the 
charge on which he was arrested. He 
said he had no knowledge of what the 
alleged sample headache powders con- 
tained, or from whence they came.

STILL SEARCHING FOR BODY. 


Remains of Engineer Matthews, Who 
Perished in Wreck, Not Located. 
Griffin, Ga., March 7.—(Special)—The 
search for the body of Allen F. Mat- 
thews, the brave engineer who met death 
ir the wreck at Zetella on the Southern 
road last week, is still being prosecuted. 
A badly decomposed body, thought to 
be the remains of a white man, was 
found at the head of Tracy’s lake, near 
Macon, yesterday, but it has not yet been 
identified. Friends think it may be Mat- 
thews’ body. The engine og-which he 
was at work and which plunged through 
the trestle into Shoal creek in the acci- 
dent of last week, carrying the engineer 
vith it, was yesterday raised 8 feet out 
of the- mud. It may be that the body, 
supposed to have been pinned under the 


engine, floated down the creek very rap- 


idly and through the tributary water 
courses into the Ocmulgee river. This is 
the only supposition that can account ‘or 
the body of the drowned man found near 
Macon yesterday being that. of the 
misaing ‘engineer. 

Matthews was a son of Dr, Frances 
Matthews, of Charleston. 5. C., and a 
rephew of Major R. A. Matthews, of Tal- 
botton. The Matthews brcethers, of Thom- 
aston, are his cousins. 

He was a noble and popular man and 
was recognized as one of the most care- 
ful and efficient employees of the South- 
ern railroad. He is survived by his mother 
wife and four children. : 

Is It Matthews’ Body? 

Macon, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—Cor- 
oner Davis today held an inquest over 
the body of the man found on the edge 
of Tracys lake, near this city, yesterday 
afternoon. The verdict was that the de- 
ceased came to his death by drowning, 
but as to theidentity of the man nothing 
could be learned, 

The body was clad in overalls, and 
every appearance indicated that the de- 
ceased was a railrnad engineer. In his 
pockets nothing, save a new tip for a 


gas jet and a small white button, was. 


found. It was at first thought that 
the body was that of a man who was 
drowned at Columbus and later it was 
supposed that it was the body of Engineer 
Matthews, who was lost in the Southern 
smash-up at Zetella a few days ago, but 
both these theories were exploded by the 
fact that the body of neither the men 
could have gotten into the Ocmulgee 
river’ from the peints at which each 
waa drowned. 

The body was badly scalded, just as 
that of Matthews’ would have probably 
been from the escaping steam from_his 
engine, but it is known that the body 
could not have ‘reached the Ocmulgee 
river from the creek in which it was 
lost at Zetella. One of the front teeth 
in the mouth of the man whose hody was 
found here was broken off, and with this 
exception, there is little or no mawfks by 
which the body might be identified.

Fertilizer and Oi] Mill Is to Cost 
$160,000. 


SECOND MILL SAME COMPANY 


| Not Known Whether New Works 


Will Be Erected Near Old One 
or Not—Other Improve- 

- ments To Be Made 

i in Industries. 
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Athens, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—The 
Southern Cotton Of] Company today per- 
fected the plan for the erection and im- 
provement of a fertilizer plant and oil 
mill here, to cost $150,000. The representa~- 
tive of this company was in Athens sev- 
eral days since, locking over the field and 
securing the necessary information, but it 
was only today that the information was 
officially given out for publhcation. 

This company eJready owns an oil miil 
plgnt here, and it is not known whether 
its new plant will go up on the same spot 
There is some talk of securing another 
site. The present oil mill will be at least 
doubled tn capacity and in addition there- 
to a larg= fertilizer factory will be erect- 
ed, fully equipped with the latest and 
best machinery. The entire outlay will 
represent not less than $150,000, and when 
completed the mills wil! furnish employ- 
ment to quite a large number of men. 

The work on the erection of the buiid- 
ings for the new plant will begin within 
the next thirty days, ard they will be 
ready fcr operation by fall. 

Brick Company Improvements. 

The: Athens Br:ck Company, composed 
cf Messrs. Isaac Haddock, William Flem- 
ing and T. H. Barrett, has made arrange- 
ments fcr the enlarging of its plant and 
its improvement in many respects. 

A new machine has been purchased, 
with a capacity cf 40.000 bricx per day. 
A large number of improved carts for 
hangling brick will be put in and clamps 
for burning will be constructed. The 
yard and trackage of the plant will be in- 
creased, One of the latest and best ma- 
chines for making pressed brick will be 
installed and that department will be 
made a feature of the company’s work.

DENY THE FLAGMAN’S STORY. 


| Abbeville People Say Bridge at That 


Place Was Not in Danger. 

Abbeville, Ga., March 7.—(Special.}—The 
article that appeared in The Constiution 
in reference to an averted accident to 
the Southern train No. 13, passing by 
this place Wednesday morning, is very 
misleading, to say the least. While the 
river at this point has been higher than 
it has-been for ten years and it has 
been reported that frém one edge to the 
other it has been a distance of 4 milés, 
and this great flood has destroyed thou- 
sands of dollars worth of property along 
its banks and throngs of neople have 
been ‘going from here every day to get a 
view of the surging waters, yet the mag- 
nificent steel bridge that the Seaboard 
Air Line railway has across the Ocmul- 
gee river at this point ':as not failed to 
safely carry over all trains passing this 
way. 

The Seaboard Air Line railway officials 
have been on the akrt night and day 
its property rere, keeping a 
force of fifty men at work night and day 
to prevent any accident at the bridge, 
and Superintendent Hale issued the fol- 
lowing order to all trains: “Water rising 
in Ocmulgee river. Come to full stop be- 
fore passing over it and examine bridge 
very carefully,” and in addition has 
placed several car loads of sand bags to 
prevent tie abutments from washing 
away. The bridge has withstood ihe 
flood and there has not been as much as 
a crosstie washed away and the flagmon 
that gave the report of the narrowly 
averted accident to the Southern train at 
this place Wednesday morning must have 
been drinking something stronger than 
the water that caused the railroad offi- 
cials so much uneasiness and expense. 


GRADING I8 RAPIDLY DONE. 


Line Between Cuthbert and Arling- 
ton Will Soon Be Open. 
Cuthbert, Ga, March 7.—(Special.)— 
Contractor Hardaway and Engineer 
Scott, of the Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama railroad, are in Cuthbert today 
and report the grading on the road be- 
tween Cuthbert and Arlington progress- 
ing nicely, notwithstanding the rainy 
weather.

Mississippians and Dedication of New 
State Capitol. 


GROUNDS NOT IN READINESS 


Jefferson Davis’ Birthday Named as 
the Day for the Ceremonies, 
but Things Will Not Be 
in Readiness by That 
Time. 


Jackson, Miss., March 7.—(Special.} 
The capitol] commission has adjourned 
without taking any action. on the re- 
quest of the legislature that the corner- 
stone ceremony of the new million-dollar 
state house be held on the third of June, 
the birthday of Jefferson Davis. The 
matter was discussed at the meeting. 
but it was decided that it would be 
impossible to get the grounds in readi- 
ness in time to hold the cféremony on 
that date, and indications point ‘that 
the event will not take place untif later 
in the summer or early fall. The corner- 
stone ceremony has quite a bearing on 
the summer encampment of the Missis- 
sippi national guard, as Adjutant Gen- 
eral Henry is in favor of having the 
entire state r@litia brought to Jackson 
for the ceremony, and the appropria- 
tion for the support of the organization 
is not sufficient for this trip and also the 
— of an encampment at some other 
place. 

Plang have been placed on foot for 
the establishment of a state infirmary 
in this city which will be open to pa- 
tients from all parts of the state. The 
institution will be capitalized at. $20,000, 
and a governing board selected composed 
of prominent officials, citizens and the 
local physicians. 

As vet no settlement or conclnsion 
of any kind has been reached concern- 
ing the failure of the legislature to make 
an appropriation to pay the sataries of 
the circuit judge and district attorney 
of the newly created eleventh circuit 
court district, and it looks very much 
like these two officials will be compelled 
to serve the next two vears without pay. 
The suggestion was made that the appro- 
priation for the other ten circuit judges 
and district attorneys should be pro 
rated among the eleveh. But it is un- 
derstood that protest would be raised 
to this procedure on the ground that 
it is not warranted by law. 

New Insurance Law. 

The new insurance law was placed 
in effect yesterday with Auditor Cole 
as acting commissioner, and he will serve 
in that capacity until a regular incum- 
bent is chosen at the state election next 
vear. 

The law requires that all fire companies 

pay 2 per cent of the gross premiums 
collected and a license fee of $200. Life 
companies pay 2 per cent on the first 
year’s premium, one-tenth of 1 per cent 
on renewals, and a license fee of $250. 
There are 160 sections in the measure 
and it is by far the longest passed at 
the recent legislative ‘session. 
, The practical operation of the law 
will be watched with eager interest ow- 
ing to the chaotic condition {® which 
the fire insurance business has been in- 
volved in,this state for the past three 
years. } , 

Governor Longino has vetoed the bill 
passed by the legislature which soucht 
to make valid and of binding effect 
county assessments reported out of time, 
and also to validate sales of property 
made by sheriffs under such assessments. 
The veto was based on the ground that 
the emasure is unconstitutional, and, fur- 
thermore, that its consideration’ was not 
authorized by gubernatorial message. 
Two bills were directly vetoed by the 
governor during the session and two 
disapproved in part. 

Death of an Old Ex-Slave. 

Charlotte Clark, one of the oldest ex- 
slaves in the south, died in this city a 
few days since. She formerly belonged 
to a number of prominent Mississippi 
families, and her relatves claim that 
she was 102 vears old. 

Arrangements will shortly be com- 
menced for the session of the general 
council of the Presbyterion church which 
will be held in Jackson in May. Three 
or four hundred delegates are expected. 
Tt is understood that an effort will be 
made to induce the council to rescind 
its former action dividing the old synod 
of Mississippi into two synods now 
known as the synod of Louisiana and 
the synod of Mississippi.

SACRIFICED HIS LIFE IN ! 
WORK FOR NEW BUILDING 


N an effort to do all in his power to 
gecure for Atlanta a handsome public 
building, Major William H. Smyth, 
late postmaster, gacrificed his life. This 


is not generally_known outside of post- 
office circles, but it was while taking 
measun>ments and compiling figures in 
connection with the proposed $500,000 ad- 
dition to the present building that Major 
Smyth contracted the cold which resulted 
in his death. 

The deceased postmaster was thorough- 
ly imbued with th> ambition to see a new 
building or an addition ,erected, and he 
centered great hopes in the realization of 
the much agitated plan. He lent his aid 
in every possibl2 manner to further the 
proposed improvement and watched close- 
ly the progress of the postoffice bill be- 
fore congress. 

Ccngressman Lon Livingston some time 
ago communicated with Major Smyth qd 
asked him to obtain measurements of the 
land adjoining and in.the immediate vi- 
cinity of the present site, in order that 
such information might -be furnished the 
appropriation committee of the hous:, 
which had the bill under consideratioa. 
The major was delighted at the opporiu- 


- oti 


nity to assist in the furtherance of the 
project and immediately went to work to 
comply with the request. 

On Tuesday, February 10, he began tak- 
ing measurements. The weather had been 
wet and bitter cold, but, braving the ele- 
ments, th: postmaster continued with the 
work. Always enthusiastic over the new 
building idea, he little thought that he 
was endangering his life. On Wednesday 
he again braved the wintry weather and 
almost all day was busily ,engaged in 
preparing figures for Congressman Liv- 
ingston., 

The exposure, however, was too much 
for him and he contracted a cold. He 
went to his hom: Wednesday night and 
became ill. He had not completed the 
measurements, but thought that he 
would be able to be out in a 
short time. He accordingly had 
Colonel E. F. Blodgett, then assist- 
ant postmaster, to write to Colonel Liv- 
ingston, telling him that he was sorry 
he had been unable to complete the meas- 
urements on account of illness,. but. would 
do so as soon as he recovered. 

The disease was fatal, however, and 
Major Smyth never again returned to his 
office. He died on February 17.

FOUND DEAD IN POLICE CELL 


I. & Waldon Dies. While Sleeping 
' Off a Spree. 


CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST 


Walden Was Rolled to Police Bar- 
racks in a Wheelbarrow Thurs- 
day Evening by Two Officers. 


J. C. Waldon, who was rolled to the 
police station in a wheelbarrow Thurs- 
day afternoon while in an apparently 
drunken condition, was found dead in his 
cell yesterday morning. The man had 
evidently been dead for several hours, 
having quietly passed away while the 
stillness of the night reigned throughout 
the prieon. rs 

The body was discovered yesterday 
morning about 6 o'clock while Turnkev 
T2rry was making his early morning in- 
spection. L. W. Patterson, another white 
man, occupied the same cell with Wal- 


don, but had slept soundly while his cell- 
mate passed out ot this world. He was 
not aware that he was in a cell with a 
corpse until the turnkey put in am ap- 
pearance, 

Patterson was aroused by the officer, 
but Waldon failed to respond. <An inves- 
tigation showed the body cold in death. 
The family of the dead man was notified 
and the body was r2moved to the under- 
taking parlors of W. H. Meyer & Co., on 
Hunter street. 

Waldon was taken from Morris’ wagon 
yard on Decatur street Thursday after- 
noon by Officers Covington and Wells. He 
was rolled to the station in a wheelbar- 
row. On arrival there he could not give 
Lis name and was assigned.to cell No. 1. 
Later Patterson was brought in and was 
so far under the influence of liquor as to 
be unable to give hjs name. He, too, was 
assigned to cell No. 1. 

Yesterday afternoon Patterson pleaded 
guilty and was fined $5.75. Unable to pay 
the fine, he was sent to the stockade. 

Coroner Stamps held an inquest over 
the body of Wéda@idon, the verdict of the 
jury being that death resulted from alco- 
holic poisoning. It may be that whisky 
was not the sole cause of death, as the 
mother and a brother of Waldon are said 
to have died from apoplexy. 

The deceased was 45 years of age. He 
is survived by a wife and five children. 
He formerly lived in Henry county. The 
body will be sent there tomorrow morning 
for interment.

Emulating the example of “Carnegie,

trust to boost the price of burying the

Now comes the news of a community of 
interests among the negro undertakers, 
with the result that $4 per corpse is de- 
manded. This without any appreciable 
change in the Atlanta brand of carpse.

Both bids 
were for $4. 

The committee on hospitals and chari- 
ties. decided that this was too much to 
pay, and delegated Warden Hunter to 
see if he couldn’t convince the under- 
takers that $4 was a pretty stiff price.

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HOW NOISY STUDENTS

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> MY mind,” said the reformed 
art student, ‘Jefferson De Angelis, 
who appears at the Grand this 
afterenoon and evening in ‘A Royal 
Rogue,’ is a capital comic opera come- 
dian. And in so thinking I am certain 
I'm not wholly in the minority. I feel 
sure that I have more personal intertst 
in De Angelis than most Atlanta theater- 
goers, because I once helped to stampede 
a New York audience in his favor at a 
time when he needed encouragement. 

“It was back in the winter of 1896. I 
was then studying at the Art Students’ 
League and my roommate was a reporter 
for the Sunday magazine of The New 
York Journal. This young fellow’s name 
was Fitch—Frank Fitch—and at one time 
he lived in Atlanta. 

“Fitch received a number of theatrical 


c¢ 


‘aseignments, such as getting up a story 


on “The Eight Prettiest Chorus Girls in 
New York,’ or ‘Is Cissy Fitzgerald Unable 
To Wink? and others along that line. 
This work naturally brought him in con- 
tect with the managers and press agents 
of all the theaters of the metropolis and 
he had the entree to all of these houses. 

“About the time of which I speak the 
Broadway theater was offering its pat- 
rons an Irish opera called ‘Brien Boru.’ 
It was clever, the music was catchy; but 
somehow it did not live any great while. 
It was a very elaborate production and 
this, I suppose, was one reason why it 
was not taken on the road where it might 
have made money for its authors. As it 
wes, the opera ran for some months at 
the Broadway .and was then taken to 
Philadelphia and Chicago. 

Carroll Pulled Out. 

“One of the chief characters of the 

opera vas Pat O’Hara. This was the 


leading comedy role and was taken by 
Richard Carroll when the opera was first 
put on. Oarroll, it may be known, is 
something of a playwright himself, and 
having constructed an opera—I think it 
was called ‘Kismet’—he resigned from the 
‘Brien Boru’ company and orgenized one 
of his own to put on his new opera. 

“Carroll was very popular in New York 
at that*time—I doupt not but he is still a 
favorite—and there was no denying the 
fact that he was one of the big drawing 
cards of the ‘Boru’ opera.’ So when his 
resignation was tendered the manage- 
ment was momentanily at a loss to deter- 
mine where his successor was to come 
from. All the available material was ‘on 
the road’ about that time, it seems, and 
the Broadway people cudgeled their 
brains to find out where they were to get 
a man who would continue the hit that 
‘Dick’ Carroll had scored. 

“Jefferson De Angelis had been singular- 
ly unfortunate in getting mixed up with 
@ comic opera that proved a flat failure, 
and had sone into retirement for the 
time being, waiting until the smoke had 
blown away. AS luck would have it he 
was the only comic opera comedian that 
could be secured by the Broadway man- 
agement to take up Carroll’s lines, and 
the matter was debated pro and con a 
long time before he was offered the 
place. De Angelis realized what it meant 
to him, and I haven't the slightest doukt 
but that he hesitated before accepting. 

De Angelis Accepts. 
“at any rate he did accept and then

an incredibly short time, too. The man- 
agement decided to s. “re the aid of 
clacquers to help the sr. w along and 
complimentary passes were distributed 
with a lavish hand for the. night on 
which De Angelis was to make his initial 
performance as chief comedian of the 
‘Brien Boru’ company. Everyone given 
a° Pass was instructed to applaud vio- 
lently whenever De. Angelis came on the 
stage, sang or got off some smart lines, 

“My room mate was pressed into serv- 
ice, being a good friend of the press 
agent for the house, and he was given 
a big bunch of passes to distribute to the 
best advantage. Knowing what a boister- 
ous lot of students we had at the leaguu 
he gave me a number of tickets, with 
instructions to bring out the most strenu- 
ous of the embryo artists. In my class 
there was a dozen such large-lunged fel- 
lows, so I had no trouble in making se- 
lectiona, 

‘On the appointed night we all as- 
sembled at the Broadway and were shown 
seats well down front. I had received 
instructions and was, therefore, looked 
upon as leader of the mob. So when 
De Angelis camp on I let fly a bunch 
of applause and the others followed suit 
with a vengeance. We made the welkin 
ring. The other fellows who came in 
on passes issued by the management and 
who were scattered about the house join- 
ed in and we made things decidedly 
lively. 

Applause Was Infectious. 

“De Angelis was compelled to respond 
to a half dozen encores. on his first song 
and we applauded for a repetition of 
everything he did. The applause be- 
came infectious and the whole house, 
paid tickets and all, followed in our wake 
and I doubt if De Angelis had ever be- 
fore appeared before a mcre emthusiastic 
audience. The papérs, some of them, 
were, of course, on the inside of the 
scheme, had good stories about’the re- 
ception accorded the little comedian and 
everybody declared he had not been hurt 
in the least by his previous disastrous 
venture, 

“He was declared a success in the 
role of ‘Pat O’Hara’ and when the com- 
pany closed he found himself in the po- 
sition of being able to accept or de- 
cline any one of three good offers. Since 
that time he has made a hit in every- 
thing he has appeared in and is consider- 
ed one of the best and most successful 
comic opera comedians on the American 
stage today. It is only natural that I 
should take an interest in him, because I 
think I did him a good turn once.”’

The books in the library are all pre- 
pared for loaning and each book is num- 
bered. An excellent system, similar to 
baggage checking, has been adopted and 
the Mbrarians can tell at a glance where 
each book is. The books are loaned for 
two weeks gratis, and the nominal sum 
of 1 cent per day is charged for each 
day in excess of that time.

INSURANCE NOTES. 


Will a Local Mutual Be Formed? 

Atlanta Trgiirance men anf the public 
in genéfal are greatly interested in the 
report which was current yesterday that 
a number of the city’s frominent bus- 
nesg men were about to organize a nfutual 
fire insurance company on account of The 
recent advance in rates. 

As yet no steps have been taken toward 
the organization of the company. The 
situation is that the business men are 
dissatisfied with present conditions and 
if. after inves- 
tigating the subject fully, they find that 
they can better their interests by the 
formation of a mutual then the mutual 
may be formed. 

F. J. Paxen, one of Atlanta’s leading 
business men. said to a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday: 

“We do not think that {he companies 
have acted fairly with us in making the 
increase without giving us notice, nor do 
we see why Atlanta should be made to 
pay for the losses of other cities. If we 
have to pay the companies such high 
rates it seems to me that we could carrv 
our own insurance cheaper and a num- 
ber of Atlanta business men are of the 
same opinion. We have discussed the 
matter, but nothing further has _ been 
done.”’ 

Atlanta insurance men are not worried 
about the formation of thw mutual. They 
state that they now receive applications 
for insurance on much more property of 
the classes on which the rates were raised | 
than they are able to cover. 

Assistant Manager W. R. Prescott. of 
the Queen, said: 

“We would be glad to see the business 
men try the fire insurance business for 
awhile, for it seems that by no other 
method will we ever be ablg to convince 
them of the troubles which beset the bus- 
iness. Those who go into a mutual will 
very probably get more than enough of 
them. If the gentlemen can form a com- 
pany and make money at rates which 
have brought us losses we will be very 
glad to see them @ it and will endeavor 
to profft by their example.”’
